HISTORY AND POLITICS. 
Buddhist India. 
BUDDHI 
INDIA. By T. W. Rhys Davids. 
HE “Story of the: Nations Series” 
becomes more valuable as it ¢on- 
tinues. The publishers no doubt 
found it a comparatively easy matter 
to discover material for their enterprise 
in the early years of publication. It was 
a simple matter to efigage writers to tell 
the story of France or Rome or any 
} other of the nations the history of 
which was well ktlown and had been 
written and rewritten repeatedly. But 
when the series, having proved a very 
decided success, was continued’ it was 
not by any means so easy to find sub- 
jects and the remoté corners of the 
world have been ransacked and spe- 
clalists have been engaged to write 
when formerly almost any literary 
hack would do. The public has béen 
“the gainer and there are appearing with 
commendable regularity a number of 
convenient historical handbooks which 
do much in illuminating the dark points 
of history in such a style and at such 
length, or rather with such a brev- 
ity as enables the ordinary intelligent 
reader to grasp the his of a coun- 
try or @ period with little difficulty and 
with comparatively little expenditure 
6f time. The various volumes form a 
sort of improved historical encyclope- 
dia, more complete than the ordinary 
articles and .a thousand times more 
readable, and attractive than such 
learned lucubrations as render the Brit- 
tanica at times aimost The 
present work deals with an obscure 
period and supplies a great deficiency 
in the opportunities of understanding 
an important period in Indian hstory. 
The popular knowledge of that most 
interesting land is confined to a knowl- 
edge of Vedic India and the compara- 
tively recent India which has come into 
existence largely since the expulsion 
of: Buddhism and even in no small pari 
since the decliné of the Mosiem influ- 
ence.
